S PEAKING with all the au¬ 
thority of one who has 
never contributed any¬ 
thing but three cheers, I 
wish to applaud the plans for 
a Sierra Madre float in the 
Rose parade. We are close kin 
to Pasadena. It gives our child¬ 
ren high school facilities we 
could not otherwise afford, ex¬ 
cept by adding greatly to our 
tax burden. It’s newspapers 
and its citizens take friendly 
interest in us. It seems to feel, 
in a way, that we belong to It, 
and we have a similar feeling 
that it belongs to us. 

It means more for a little 
city like Sierra Madre to con¬ 
tribute a worthy float to the 
Rose parade than It does for 
a big town like Glendale or 
Long Beach. It means a great 
deal of personal work and 
thought by our citizens to pro¬ 
duce a token of friendship. 
And therefore it reflects more 
credit on us. If, for instance, 
this should be the smallest 
city to contribute a float to 
the great parade we should 
see to It that the broadcasters' 
attention is called to that fact, 
and they be reminded of a few 
oher things. It wouldn’t hurt a 
bit If the broadcasters and the 
reporters should tell all of 
listening and reading America 
that the town of Sierra Madre, 
comparatively very small but 
for its prize winning gardens 
and Its giant wistaria, had con¬ 
tributed a lovely float. Any¬ 
thing which advertises a com¬ 
munity as a place of culture 
and beauty and spirit means 
more of the kind of citizens 
that value those things.

WPA Approval Of 
3 Local Projects 
Is Expected Today 


With the day-by-day expectancy 
of receiving final okay from the 
WPA on the three local street 
improvement projects up for con¬ 
sideration, the city expected to be 
advised today of the acceptance 
of the Churchill Road paving pro¬ 
gram in time for commencement 
of work in early October. The 
Churchill project, including streets 
in the Marlborough Terrace area 
was the first submitted, the prop¬ 
erty owners having pledged spon¬ 
sorship some months ago.

CAREW’S SPEECH ON 

THE CONSTITUTION 


EDITORS NOTE: Publication 
of the Constitution Day speech 
delivered before the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Forum by Harold Carew 
has been requested by many 
readers of THE NEWS. The 
main features of Mr. Carew' ■ 
address delivered too late for 
its appearance in the current 
edition, appears below. 

Mr. Carew said in part: 

"I am suspicious of the class of 
men who shout loudest that the 
Constitution is endangered, and 
who prate of their devotion to 
the organic law of the land. For 
they are the very men who have 
been circumventing the Constitu¬ 
tion. I think more of the political 
philosophy of the founders of the 
Republic, of such men as Wash¬ 
ington, Jefferson and Madison, 
than I do of the seudo.philosophy 
of a politician whose law firm got 
a $100,000 fee for defending a 
notorious holding-company manip¬ 
ulator, I prefer to follow the 
counsel of George Washington, 
who said, ‘Beware of the im¬ 
postures of patriotism.’ 

"Greater than the Constitution 
is the charter of our American 
liberties ,the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence. The Constitution but 
reaffirms those liberties and lays 
down the rules under which or¬ 
derly government may be realized. 
It was not regarded by its makers 
as a sacrosanct thing to be wor¬ 
shipped, a thing set beyond the
